EDITORIAL NOTES 


Boost for the Blue Grass 


N The Illustrated Sporting and Dramatic News 
(London) of December 14, 1934, are two pages 
devoted to pictures and story under the caption 
“At the Headquarters of American Racing, Stud 
Farms in the Famous Blue Grass District of 
Kentucky, by a Special Correspondent.” Well, 
the pictures are fine, and the story is good, down 
to a certain point, that certain point being the 
following paragraph: 


Originally Jong-distance races of three or four miles 


were the fashion, with the result that a race of great 
stayers was developed; but, gradually, they became 
shorter and shorter, until, 50 years ago, two-furlong 
races were all the rage, which produced what were 
known as quarter horses. because they could run a 
quarter of a mile and no further. 

The casual reader very likely would gather 
from this that the American quarter horse is a 
degenerated Thoroughbred. This is not correct. 
While numerous quarter horses were Thorough- 
breds capable of running greater distances, but 
trained for two-furlong racing, many of the most 
successful were not Thoroughbreds, though they 
carried some blood of Thoroughbreds. 


By reading further, one is apt to gather the 
impression that the racing of quarter horses was 
confined to a period, now ended, for this para- 
graph is encountered: 


Today races are run over all distances, 
age is much the same as it is in England. 


Perhaps Dr. Robertson, famed “Mankato” of 
The Sporting Chronicle (Manchester), intensely 
anti-American Thoroughbred, anti-American rac- 
ing, will challenge this. How could ‘the average” 
of anything pertaining to racing in America be 
“much the same” as in England? We fear the 
good English weekly may draw the wrath of our 
fiery friend across the water. But for all of that, 
it is quite the most publicity for American Thor- 
oughbreds we have noted anywhere in England 
outside the covers of the annual British Blood- 
stock Review (London), another number of 
which valuable and highly informative publication 
will be off the press shortly. We recommend it

- By Then B. 
The Free Gate System 


N the course of comment on the subject of rac- 
ing at Lexington, The Cincinnati Enquirer last 
Sunday, on its ‘All Sorts” page, said: 

The Blue Grass people will not pay an admission fee 
to go to the races, and any race track which has a free 
gate usually does not amount to much. Gate receipts 
not only add to the exchequer, but they give a certain 
dignity to the game. The people who breed horses, 
raise them and sell them simply will not pay, and a 
great many of them will not wager on the horses. 

No race track can exist without gate receipts and 
without wagering. Many of the old-time breeders hold 
up their hands in horror if betting is mentioned. But 
they will sell their horses and permit someone to bet 
on them. That is like a dice manufacturer throwing up 
his hands in disgust when the seductive game of craps 
is mentioned. 


We believe this could have been more accur- 
ately stated had the writer said “the Blue Grass 
people have not been in the habit of paying an 
admission fee to go to the races.” It is not that 
they ‘will not pay.” During that period begin- 
ning with Col. E. R. Bradley's encouraging the 
revival of racing after the death of Capt. S. S. 
Brown, by underwriting the purchase. of the track 
from the Brown Estate, until the organization of 
the Kentucky Jockey Club and its taking over the 


plant, ‘tthe Blue Grass people” did pay to go to 
the races. 
Col. Robert L. Baker, Hal Price Headley and 


others who were among the active managers of 
racing then can attest to that fact. The Lexing- 
ton track earned well in those days. It had a 
free list, but it was limited and nothing like that 
established under Kentucky Jockey Club control 
and inherited by the American Turf Association, 
successor to the Kentucky Jockey Club. 

The free list of the K. J. C. and A. T. A. was 
not made up altogether of what The Enquirer 
calls “Blue Grass people.”’ It was largely com- 
posed of politicians, political henchmen and State 
employees, from various sections. Had the policy 
established by the old K. A. directorate, of which 
Messrs. Baker and Headley were members, been 
continued, the Kentucky Association would not 
have been made a debtor, and its meetings would 
not have been discontinued. 

The charge that the breeders of Thoroughbred 
horses “simply will not pay,” is not well grounded 
in fact. The majority of the breeders pay and 
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pay and pay for the support of racing. There are 
a few of the smaller breeders who have not been 
in the habit of paying at the gate because they 
have not been required to. They have been ex- 
tended the courtesies of the Kentucky courses by 
the managers thereof, for the reason primarily, 
perhaps, that the managers could hardly find it 
in their hearts to ignore those who produced the 
performers for their races while they were pass- 
ing out free badges and tickets to hundreds who 
never bred, owned or raced a horse. 

It is true that some of the breeders do not make 
That 
They have all the gambling they require 
when they undertake the production of the horses 
the racing. Wonder if The 
writer ever made inquiry concerning the hazards 
of horse breeding? Evidently not. Otherwise he 
would not have written as he did. 

We have been a long time concerned with the 
writing side of horse production and horse rac- 
ing, in fact, some 30-odd years ago, we wrote 
the Turf columns of The Enquirer’s “All Sorts” 
page, but we never saw any of “the old-time 
breeders hold up their hands in horror” at the 
mention of betting, and we never heard of such 
performance until we read of it in The Enquire) 
last Sunday. 

However, we are glad The Enquirer brought up 
the subject. It will serve to emphasize to the suc- 
cessors of the American Turf Association in con- 
trol of racing at Lexington that the free gate 
system, having been thoroughly tried and found 
to be thoroughly bad, should not again be at- 
tempted. We have no doubt about the breeders 
doing a good part toward revival and the support 
of racing at Lexington, and we have no doubt 
about the free gate’s being a thing of the past 
here.

Still the fact remains that 
our races--the biggest and most important in- 
cluded-—are open to the world, whereas our own 
horses can only compete in a limited number of 
races in other countries, and that in spite of pro- 
tection of this kind the British Thoroughbred still 
holds his own.”” We would like that publication 
to know that British Thoroughbreds can find all 
the running of which they are capable here in 
the United States of America, and they will not 
find the bar against them save in a few races 
requiring that runners be foaled in the State in 
which they are competing. 
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ODDS AND ENDS - 


To Reduce Track Size 


ELMONT PARK, mile and a half oval of the 

Westchester Racing Association, will be cut 
to a mile and a quarter, according to plans going 
forward in the offices of that organization. Bel- 
mont Park, styled by Turf patrons “the track of 
elegant distances,’ should profit through the 
move, though it will cost the stockholders around 
$100,000. Practically nobody sees all of any race 
run at the Nassau County grounds, as it is today. 
It also is likely that the Widener course will be 
used in the future only for the short Spring 
sprints. The juvenile dashes of six to seven fur- 
longs in the Autumn may be run over the main 
course. There is no call for a mile and a half 
oval under the present system in America. Aque- 
duct, it is hoped by race-goers, will follow Bel- 
mont Park’s lead and in some manner dispense 
with its chute, in which horses are securely hid- 
den from the patrons for the first two furlongs. 
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Pari-Mutuel Resolution 


ENATOR JEREMIAH H. TWOMEY'S pari- 

mutuel resolution was the first item on the 
New York State Senate’s calendar in the current 
Legislative session which opened January 2. The 
bill was immediately referred to the Senate Fi- 
nance Committee, of which Mr. Twomey is the 
chairman. Senator John J. Dunnigan, Bronx 
Democrat, Majority Leader in the State Senate 
and off-time architect, is the most earnest booster 
of the measure, so that it seems odds-on to pass 
the Legislature’s current session in the very near 
future. No mention has as yet been made of a 
“take,” and it is hoped the resolution is per- 
mitted to remain in its presént form, excluding 
the dogs. The same bill last March passed the 
Senate 39 to 6 and the Assembly 106 to 36. And 
when the measure goes to the people next Novem- 
ber it in all probability will be approved. 


King Nadi's First Winner 

ING NADI, has made a very auspicious be- 

ginning as a progenitor. His first crop is of 
racing age just this year and the first of his issue 
to race, Capt. Nadi, won at the first asking at the 
Fair Grounds recently, racing close to track rec- 
ord figures. It is surprising that a horse bred 
like King Nadi (he is by the bull-dog King James 
from a Fitz Herbert mare), or one of his class, 
should be standing free to approved mares. Cam- 
paigned by Johnny Troxler, a relatively poor man, 
he won over $90,000, proving superior, when at 
tops, to such of the best of his day as Princess 
Doreen and Captain Hal and taking a Latonia 
Championship, two Grainger Memorials, being 
beaten a lip in the Latonia Derby. He probably 
would have won Flying Ebony’s Kentucky Derby 
but for Mr. Troxler’s idea that he could not run 
in mud. The writer does not know anything of 
King Nadi’s ability as a foal getter, etc., but he 
knows he was a first-class race horse in any 
man’s language and feels certain that never be- 
fore did such a horse stand free to approved 
mares.

About Twenty Grand 

WENTY GRAND has worked faster than any 

horse in California. In a trial last week he 
stepped six furlongs in 1:11';. Even though 
Santa Anita appears to be a 1:10 track, that’s 
a whale of a move from a time standpoint. All of 
which means that the writer and others skep- 
tical of his ability to ccme back at his former 
excellence may have to eat crow. Horses of 
Twenty Grand’s calibre mean much to the Ameri- 
can Turf, and this scrivener, for one, sincerely 
hopes that he will come East to help make mat- 
ters interesting for such as Cavalcade and Dis- 
covery in the New York and Maryland handicaps. 
His every appearance is certain to swell the at- 
tendance, and it is hoped that Mrs. Whitney, 
First Lady of the American Turf, will keep him 
in this country, where he will meet the sternest 
tests and be cf most service to racing. But, ad- 
mitting, without any reserve the proven quality 
at certain departments of racing—-of Twenty 
Grand, Old Rosebud is wondering just how 
Thomas J. Healey and J. A. Estes can consider 
him a horse of good conformation. There are 
excepticns to all rules, but there is no utility in 
his type. Twenty Grand is too leggy, a thing that 
militates against his racing to top form in the 
mud, in large fields, and at tracks with sharp 
turns. He is too heavily crested, doesn’t girth a 
lot, hasn't the substance about the flanks and 
hind quarters. What fetches the eyes of Messrs. 
Healey and Estes, in all probability, is the fact 
that he is a big, leggy horse, high-headed and 
showy. But there his physical virtues end. And 
vet, one pocrly edited New York paper published 
his picture recently under the caption, “The Per- 
fect Horse.” Humph! Man o' War is the best- 
balanced big horse; Gailant Fox the best big 
horse as to girth. 


-—And Equipoise 

QUIPOISE, the present generation's mightiest 

all ‘round race horse, in the writer’s oft- 
humbled opinion is the best made Thoroughbred 
he has or ever hopes to clap eyes upon. He girths 
more, has more evident driving power in the 
hind quarters, a better wither and enjoys better 
balance than horses like Man o' War, Gallant 
Fox, Exterminator and Twenty Grand. Sir Bar- 
ton, Sarazen, Grey Lag, Reigh Count and others 
of the sort were also better types. Equipoise is 
of the best family in the book for all departments 
of racing, that which produced such as King Nadi, 
Escarpolette, Swinging, Distraction (which, 
however, was a sprinter), and others of the most 
desirable physical mould. These characteristics 
enabled the family’s main members to race early 
and late, sprinting or staying.

DOPE 
SUSPENSIONS IN ILLINOIS 

IX suspensions were announced January 3 by 

the Illinois Racing Commission, which met at 
Chicago on that date. Four of them were for 
doping, and al! four had already expired. They 
were not entered earlier, Secretary George H. 
Foster said, because of the illness of a member of 
the commission. The suspensions were entered 
against A. C. Russell and D. C. Carroll, both 
charged with violation of the stimulation rule at 
Fairmount Park, Henry Roseacher, whose offense 
was committed at Lincoln Fields, and S. B. Ott. 
suspended at Sportsman's Park. All four suspen- 
sions were short, Foster said, because the men 
were first offenders. 

A suspension from October 17, 1934, to April 
17, 1935, was issued against Trainer J. C. James 
and Jockey Delmar Cox, charged with the use of 
a battery and a pin to simulate a horse at Sports- 
man’s Park last season. 


J.D. MIKEL “BUYS” HORSES 

A California sports writer, in late December, 
printed the following item: 

G. E. Ewins has shipped a portion of his stable to 
Caliente for racing. J. D. Mikel, who formerly owned 
the Ewins horses, will be back in good standing on the 
Turf next Tuesday. From then on, watch the Mikel 
horses improve. 

J. D. Mikel was suspended in September, 1934, 
by the Rhode Island Racing Commission on a 
charge of doping Khamseen, which ran under his 
colors at Narragansett Park August 24. Mikel, 
who had earned the nickname of “Halter King” 
by his large claiming activities, had a string of 
31 horses at the time, and in mid-September asked 
permission to sell the animals. The stable was 
sold to G. E. Ewins, who has since been cam- 
paigning them. Now, apparently, Mikel intends 
to “repurchase” the lot. 

A recommendation which will be made to the 
National Association of State Racing Commis- 
sioners at Miami this month favors a rule under 
which horses which have raced during the sus- 
pension of an owner who sold them after being 
suspended could not ever again be raced under 
that owner’s colors. 


NEGATIVE TESTS 


Stewards Herman Conkling, Charles F. Henry 
and Jchn Mays of Alamo Downs were notified 
January 1 that the 14 saliva tests which were 
taken by lot during the first six days of the 
Alamo Downs meeting had shown only negative 
reactions. 

On the same day, Dr. J. G. Catlett, veterinarian 
to the Florida State Racing Commission, re- 
vealed that all saliva tests taken at Tropical Park 
to that date had given negative reactions. 


NEW STIMULANT DEVELOPED 


Reports from Tropical Park, said by Miami 
papers to be reliable, state that a new stimulant 
for horses has been discovered which evades both 
the Federal law against narcotics and the saliva 
test as a means of detection. The new stimulant, 
developed with the aid of chemists and veteri- 
narians after the campaign against doping had 
made ordinary methods too risky, does not con- 
tain narcotics, and, after a wash is used to take 
away traces of the stimulant, will not show a 
positive reaction to the saliva test. The formula, 
thus far, is said to be baffling Turf authorities. 


JOCKEYS 
MASCHEK lost his apprentice allowance 
e January 2... Dublin Taylor, who suffered a 


broken leg in a fall from Irish Maiden at the 
Fair Grounds some weeks ago, left Janury 5 for 
his home in Okesa, Okla. Physicians said that 
the cast cn his leg should remain at least five 
weeks longer. . . M. Ealey, who graduated from 
the maiden ranks at Alamo Downs, received his 
first penalty January 1 when he was set down 
five days for foul riding. . . Howard Hughes, in- 
jured at Epsom Downs recently, has emerged 
from the cast made necessary by fractured verte- 
brae. .. Maurice ‘‘Moose”’ Peters, who led Ameri- 
can riders in 1934 with 221 winners, loses his 
apprentice allowance January 10. On that date in 
1934 he brought General Campbell home a win- 
ner at Jefferson Park. .. The Fair Grounds track 
has installed a reducing cabinet in the jockey 
quarters. . . Jack Westrope and L. “Buddy” Haas 
each rode a double at Santa Anita January 2... 
Lee Humphries was set down 10 days for foul 
riding at Santa Anita January 2... W. Smith, 
riding at Havana, was ordered not to accept 
mcunts until further notice. . . B. Marshio was 
suspended five days for foul riding at the Fair 
Grounds January 4... F. Ritz rode three winners 
at Alamo Downs January 1. . . On January 5, 
Ritz, C. McTague and K. McCray rede two win- 
ners each. . . John Gilbert, leading rider of 1932, 
rode a triple at Tropical Park January 4. :

LEGISLATION 


PARI-MUTUEL BILL EIN NEW YORK 

N January 2 Senator Jeremiah F. Twomey, 

Demccrat, of New York City, reintroduced 
into the State Legislature the amendment to the 
State constitution which would permit pari- 
mutuel betting on horse racing. At the 1934 
meeting of the legislature, the amendment was 
passed, but under New York law it is necessary 
for the measure also to secure the sanction of 
the 1935 assembly in order that it may come be- 
fcre the voters of the state in a referendum at 
the next election. No changes have been made 
in its provisions, and it must be acted upon in 
the same form which passed last year. 

Senator Twomey said that, although the bill 
will not be acted upon for a week or 10 days, he 
is confident that it will be approved without 
delay. Successful passage in the assembly and 
approval in a referendum in the fall would make 
pari-mutuel betting legal in the Empire State 
in 1936.

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COMMISSIONERS’ MEETING 


F the 18 states having racing commissions, 15 

will be represented at the annual meeting of 
the National Association of State Racing Com- 
missioners to be held in the Army and Navy 
Room at the Miami Biltmore Hotel, Miami, Fla., 
January 15, 16, 17, and 18, according to announce- 
ment early this week by Thomas R. Underwood, 
of Lexington, secretary of the association. Cali- 
fornia is the only important racing center likely 
to be without representation. 

Business sessions of the organization will be- 
gin each morning at 9 o'clock. The first morn- 
ing’s session includes hearings for the representa- 
tives of three associations of horsemen. Sugges- 
tions of the American Thoroughbred Breeders 
Association will be presented by a committee 
composed of President John Hay Whitney, Vice- 
President Arthur B. Hancock, Secretary-Treas- 
urer L. A. Beard, and Hal Price Headley, member 
of the advisory subcommittee on problems of 
racing. The breeders’ committee will devote its 
attention to obtaining the association’s approval 
of a new claiming rule worked out by its commit- 
tee (see page 50). 

Other suggestions will be heard from the Thor- 
oughbred Club of America and from the National 
Trainers’ Association. The Thoroughbred Club's 
suggestions will be in the form of 12 written pro- 
posals adopted by the club at its meeting last 
Saturday and to be presented before the commis- 
sioners by Jack S. Young. Other members of the 
Thoroughbred Club’s committee will be President 
Thomas Piatt, Secretary-Treasurer Neville Dunn 
and Dr. Edward W. Hagyard. For the trainers’ 
association, President Preston Burch has an- 
nounced that he will be present or will send a 
delegate. Feature of this organization's state- 
ment will be a report of replies from a question- 
naire sent out to trainers. 

On the second day of the meeting William H. 
Cane, chairman of a committee on the uniformity 
of racing rules, will present a series of sugges- 
tions approved at the recent conference in Jersey 
City. Harry J. Anslinger, chief of the Federal 
Bureau of Narcotics, and Dr. H. J. Wollmer, 
chemist, will be present to confer with the com- 
missioners and are on the calendar for the second 
day. The claiming rule and qualifications of 
trainers are also down for discussion the same 
day. 

New business is booked for Thursday, January 
17, and Friday, January 18. Officers will be 
elected the final day. 

Joseph E. Widener, chairman of the board of 
the Miami Jockey Club, will present his views at 
one of the evening meetings. The social program, 
which includes the evening sessions, is under the 
direction of Ike Parrish, a former Lexingtonian, 
now assistant convention manager of the Miami 
Biltmore Hotel. 

Mark R. Hanna, president of the commission- 
ers’ association, has announced that the meetings 
will be open to representatives of newspapers and

THE A. T. B. A. RULE 


HE complete text of the claiming race rule to 

be submitted by the American Thoroughbred 
Breeders Association was not available when THE 
BLoop-HORSE went to press with this issue, for the 
reason that some of the details proposed by the 
committee appointed at Saratoga in August to 
draft the rule were still under debate by the ex- 
ecutive committee, but, through the courtesy of 
Major Louie A. Beard, Secretary-Treasurer of the 
A. T. B. A., the broader principles of the proposed 
rule can be revealed. 

In formulating the principles on which the rule 
is being built, the committee took under consid- 
eration every conceivable angle of racing. The 
motive which prompted the A. T. B. A. to under- 
take the drafting of a rule, with its accompany- 
ing suggestions, was the necessity of building up 
a market for horses in training and for yearlings, 
so that some profit may be realized on them. The 
various points considered by the committee in 
their work of writing the rule are here presented 
with discussion thereof: 

1. In order for any rule to be effective it must 
necessarily be a national rule, to prevent horses 
from being claimed at one track and transferred 
to another, under different rules and without 
penalty. 

2. It is realized that a certain number of races 
for horses of the lower classes are necessary on 
the programs of the major tracks; it is therefore 
to be recommended that not more than two claim- 
ing races per day be allowed in the condition 
books for the major tracks in each State. 

3. To replace races which would be eliminated 
by using only two claiming races per day, it is 
to be suggested that the secretary use a series of 
classified, or graded, handicaps along with the 
ordinary condition and maiden races and regular 
handicaps, as heretofore. The filling of these 
races will depend entirely upon the activity of the 
secretary of the track in question, but it is be- 
lieved, with intimate knowledge of the horses 
racing under him, the secretary can, in co-opera- 
tion with the trainers, fill his program as written 
in his condition book; and the handicapping can 
be done by himself, with his assistants, or by a 
board. 

4. It is believed that a top limit should be set 
on the claiming price and that this limit should 
be somewhere around $2,000. A limit on the 
claiming price for which a horse can be raced 
would automatically place horses above that fig- 
ure, which were not of stake caliber, into a group 
which would be entered in the graded handicaps 
and condition races. It is believed, too, that some 
regulation should be put on the value at which 
a horse can be entered in a claiming race below 
the top figure, and that that limit should be in- 
fluenced by the value of the purse for which the 
horse is to run. As an example, if a horse is 
entered in a claiming race, the purse for which 
is $800, he should not be allowed to enter at a 
claiming price less than $1,600. If a horse be 
claimed under these conditions it is further be- 
lieved that he should have a penalty period, dur- 
ing which time he must be advanced in price 
while he is racing for his new owner. It is gen- 
erally thought that a horse which has been 
claimed out of a claiming race should be required 
to run for about 30 days at a price about 25 per 
cent more than that for which he was last 
claimed. If, by acquiring this penalty, the horse 
should be moved into a class above the maximum 
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claiming price allowable, it would be necessary 
then, for the duration of the penalty period, that 
he be required to run in graded handicaps and 
other races than claiming. At the end of this 
penalty period he would naturally be allowed to 
run in accordance with the rest of the rule. 

These penalties, conditions and limits which are 
being discussed will automatically protect owners, 
both large and small: and it is felt that it will 
help in the scheme of racing as a whole in that 
it will not allow a person to claim a horse for 
one price and run him back within the next day 
or so for a lesser price, for betting purposes. It 
will also not remove a horse from a secretary's 
roster as would other penalties, in that it does 
not prevent a horse from running at any time a 
race is satisfactory for him on the program. 

By placing this limit of a maximum for which 
a horse can be entered in claiming races, and re- 
quiring horses to run in graded handicaps and 
other races on the daily program, it is felt that 
the daily racing card at any track will be tre- 
mendously improved and the public will not have 
to look forward to going to a day’s racing with 
nothing but minor claiming races for them to see. 
And, with this rule strictly enforced by secre- 
taries, with the thorough co-operation of the 
trainers, the class and tone of racing on any track 
will be elevated. At the same time, it will allow 
stables with good, solid horses to run them in 
races where the owners can enjoy seeing them 
under their colors without the danger of their 
being preyed upon by those in racing who obtain 
ready-made horses by claiming. It will require 
those who desire this class of horse to purchase 
them from those owners who care to sell them, 
and it will therefore open up that avenue of the 
market. At the same time, those owners who 
ordinarily build their stable by claiming horses 
will be forced to purchase and replace in the open 
and yearling markets. 

It is sincerely believed that the rule, and sug- 
gestions of substitute races, will be workable, 
even though the secretary may require more as- 
sistance in carrying it out: and easily workable 
if responsible trainers wil co-operate fully with 
the secretary. But the value to the public in the 
better class of racing: to the owner, of few or 
numerous horses, in protection; to racing itself 
in eliminating the evils that come from the claim- 
ing rules as they are at present: and the eventual 
benefit to the breeder. should make the rule well 
worth while. 

MRS. RUMSEWS WILL 

The will of Mrs. Mary Harriman Rumsey, who 
died at Washington, D. C., December 18, the re- 
sult of injuries sustained when her hunting horse 
fell with her in Virginia on November 17, was 
filed for probate at Mineola, UL. I., N. Y., January 
2. The will sets up a trust fund for Dr. William 
J. M. A. Maloney, family physician, New York, 
of $500,000, which at his death is to be equally 
divided between Mrs. Rumsey’'s three children, 
who, under the will share equally the residue of 
the estate, the value of which is not indicated in 
the will. 


MRs. VILA DIES 

Mrs. Jane Keys Vila, 64, native of Philadelphia, 
widow of Joe Vila, sports editor of The Sun (New 
York), died at her apartment in New York Janu- 
ary 1. Interment in Woodlawn Cemetery, New 
York. She had not been well since the death of 
her son four years ago. Mr. Vila died April 27,

KENTUCKY ASSOCIATION 

N saying last week that “the Lexington track 

now is in possession of the 95 preferred stock- 
holders and bondholders of the Kentucky Associa- 
tion,”” THE BLOOD-HORSE was a little previous. One 
day last week there was a meeting in Lexington 
of Johnson N. Camden, Maurice L. Galvin and 
Arthur B. Hancock, representing the American 
Turf Association, and Thomas Piatt, Victor Dodge 
and Samuel S. Yantis, representing the preferred 
stockholders and bondholders of the Kentucky 
Association, and S. Sewell Combs, retiring presi- 
dent of the Kentucky Association. At that meet- 
ing an agreement was signed whereby the Ameri- 
can Turf Association is to place, or has placed, 
in escrow with the First National Bank and 
Trust Company of Lexington a certificate for 
1,900 shares of the common stock of the Kentucky 
Association and notes of the Kentucky Associa- 
tion for the sum ‘total of $39,000 to be delivered 
to the preferred stockholders and bondholders 
when they shall have paid to Miss M. Louise Wil- 
son, secretary of the Kentucky Association, as 
trustee of the Breeders’ Futurity fund, the sum 
of $4,100, the same amounting to a deficit in the 
1934 race fund, the creation of which has been 
previously explained in THE BLOOD-HORSE. 

That $4,100 has not been raised. The commit- 
tee composed of Messrs. Piatt, Dodge and Yantis 
is engaged in sounding the sentiment of the peo- 
ple of Lexington and vicinity as to what may 
best be done and how best to proceed in discharg- 
ing this obligation and in reviving racing at Lex- 
ington. The committee is finding a healthy senti- 
ment for revival of racing, but not on a profit 
sharing basis, entirely. It is finding that some 
of the leading breeders and owners are of the 
opinion that the old plant should be sold for what- 
ever it will bring for purposes other than racing, 
the stockholders and bondholders paid pro rata, 
the present incorporation dissolved and a new or: 
ganization made to build a plant in a new and 
better location outside the limits of the City of 
Lexington, meanwhile using the Kentucky Trot- 
ting Horse Breeders Association grounds for a 
short spring running meeting. 

J. O. Keene has proposed that he will deed to 
a new organization of non-profit shareholders 100 
acres of his Keeneland Farm, on which is an ex- 
cellent track, one of the best in the State, pro- 
vided the new organization will erect the neces- 
sary stables, stand and paddock and a clubhouse. 
A number of good thinkers are in favor of this. 

THE BLOOD-HORSE has found that there is a very 
healthy sentiment for revival and perpetuation of 
racing at Lexington as a community proposition. 
The people generally have felt the loss of the 
meetings, and they appear also to be feeling 
keenly the loss to Lexington of the prestige it 
formerly enjoyed through racing at this center of 
the Thoroughbred horse breeding industry of 
America. 

Messrs. Piatt, Dodge and Yantis have up the 
suggestion of reshaping the Kentucky Associa- 
tion capitalization to the amount of $125,000 or 
$150,000, all common stock, to be issued share for 
share to the preferred stockholders and bond- 
holders, to the amount of $100,000, and the re- 
mainder, or such part of the remainder as may 
be necessary, sold at par to persons who would 
buy it in a spirit of sportsmanship, and so to 
carry on at the old plant. Just how this will work 
out remains to be seen. 

Meanwhile, through the thoughtfulness and ac- 


tion of Sewell Combs, the Kentucky Association 
has been granted a license by the State Racing 
Commission to hold meetings at Lexington in 
1935, and it is considered likely that there will be 
a spring meeting at either the old Kentucky 
Association track or the Kentucky Trotting Horse 
Breeders’ Association track, perhaps following 
the meeting to close at Churchill Downs, Louis- 
ville, on Saturday, May 18. If 10 days are desired, 
the meeting could open on Wednesday, May 22, 
and if seven days, with two Saturdays, as has 
been suggested, the meeting could open on Satur- 
day, May 25, and end on Saturday, June 1. This 
meeting, of course, to be followed by Latonia, 
which has been opening in June for several years. 

Jack S. Young, of the firm Young Brothers, 
breeders and owners, sons of the late Col. Milton 
Young, who was master of McGrathiana Stud, 
and a member of the Kentucky State Racing 
Commission for a number of years, has been 
asked to accept the presidency of the Kentucky 
Association, as successor to Mr. Combs, resigned. 
Mr. Young has the matter under advisement, 
pending a decision as to reorganization. 

THE BLOOD-HORSE offers the suggestion that 
subscribers to the Breeders’ Futurity for 1934, to 
whom there is still due a 40 per cent return of 
those subscriptions, could help out considerably 
by sending a waiver of that to Miss M. Louise 
Wilson, trustee of the fund. This suggestion was 
not inspired by any official or stockholder of the 
Kentucky Association. THOS. B. CROMWELL. 


THOROUGHBRED CLUB 

The Thoroughbred Club of America, at its 
meeting Saturday, January 5, in the Bit and 
Bridle Room at the Phoenix Hotel, Lexington, 
approved a series of recommendations to be pre- 
sented by Vice-President Jack S. Young at the 
annual meeting of the National Association of 
State Racing Commissioners; heard and approved 
the American Thoroughbred Breeders Associa- 
tion's suggested claiming rule (page 50), as out- 
lined by Major L. A. Beard; and unanimously 
adopted resolutions, drawn by Joe H. Palmer, 
urging the establishment of a cavalry unit in 
connection with the military training corps at 
the University of Kentucky. 

The recommendations to be presented before 
the commissioners’ meeting at Miami were read 
by Mr. Young, but it was requested that no pub- 
lication of them be made until they have been 
presented at Miami. 

Baylor Van Meter and William B. Talbert were 
introduced by President Thomas Piatt as new 
members of the club. 


STATE RACING COMMISSION 

The Kentucky State Racing Commission, at a 
meeting held at Covington, January 5, granted 
licenses for racing in 1935 at the Louisville, La- 
tonia, Lexington and Dade Park track. The ap- 
plication of Churchill Downs, Inc., for 19 days 
for its spring meeting at Louisville, beginning 
Saturday, April 27, and ending Saturday, May 18, 
was granted.

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SANTA ANITA 


 gaemeasgatn of discontent among Western 
sports writers were faintly audible after the 
first days of the Santa Anita meeting, and when 
a California writer criticizes a California institu- 
tion, it definitely is news. The criticism, how- 
ever, came chiefly from San Francisco, which 
since the establishment of the film colony in 
Hollywcod, has been somewhat displaced in the 
national spotlight by Los Angeles. That Santa 
Anita has gathered together the best horses ever 
to race on the West Coast is undisputed. That 
the jockey colony is both the most famed and the 
most able is also undenied. Ne one has yet chal- 
lenged the fact that Dr. Charles H. Strub and his 
associates are conducting clean and honest racing 
on the highest plane and with the richest prizes 
California has experienced. Yet even before 
Santa Anita opened, Oscar Otis, in the San Fran- 
cisco Chronicle, was deploring what he called 
the lack of a ‘“‘personality behind and to front for 
the track.” There was, he said, “no Sunny Jim 
Coffroth to pop champagne bottles with the 
boys.’ A few days later the same writer, noting 
with satisfaction that Santa Anita had reduced 
its five buglers to one in the process of cutting 
expenses, went on to say: 

In true Los Angeles mois the track is decidedly un- 
friendly toward Agua Caliente, and one official today 
declared thet any horseman shipping there to race Sun- 
day would find it hard to get stall room again. 

It is to be noted, also, that western reporters 
all but fell into Agua Caliente’s lap when that 
Mexican oval opened for Sunday racing December 


30. Wirt G. Bowman, a $600 plater which won 
the feature, was hailed as an “ancient hero of 
Agua Caliente,” and the program, of eight claim- 
ing races, with a top claiming price of $800, was 
called the “same old colorful affair that for years 
has characterized the advent of winter racing 
here.”” There were also lyrical passages anent 
the spinning roulette wheels, the chuck-a-luck 
cages and the whirr of the wheel of fortune in 
the Mexican gambling resort. 


All of which seems to mean that Western sports 
writers, accustomed to western ballyhoo and the 
unrestrained flow of glamorous adjectives, are 
nct vet familiar with Dr. Strub’s policy of mak- 
ing racing popular by offering the finest type of 
racing. 

The Los Angeles public is apparently a _ bit 
mcre rapid in its appreciation of the new track. 
After a brilliant opening day attended by some 
40,000 persons, patronage and wagering dropped 
abruptly, but later days have seen continued 
improvement. 

Betting has remained above the $150,000 daily 
average said to be necessary to enable the track 
to break even, and attendance has ranged from 
6.000 on off days to 20,000 and 25,000 on Satur- 
days and holidays. Dr. Strub has refused to 
flood Los Angeles with passes, so most of these 
are paid. The New Year’s crowd, even with the 
eounter attraction of the Rose Bowl game at 
Pasadena, was estimated at 20,000, and wagered 
$234,978 through the machines. Poor weather, 
which was climaxed on the night of January 4 
by a torrential rain, cut down week-end figures, 
but even with these disadvantages betting con- 
tinued in some volume.

Muddy going caused the scratching of Twenty 
Grand, High Glee, and four other horses entered 
for the Santa Margarita Handicap ($2,500 added,

AILY betting averages continued to swell as 

Tropical Park came through its third full 
week. At the end of the first 13 days, the betting 
total had reached $1,549,082, making a daily aver- 
age of $119,160.15. Officials recognized that de- 
spite the unprecedentedly early opening date, the 
meeting was headed for success, and predicted 
that last season’s daily average of $121,909 would 
be surpassed. It is doubtful, however, whether 
they were prepared for the volume of play which 
the park enjoyed throughout the week ending 
January 5. In those six days, $1,006,409 went 
into the machines, giving a daily average for the 
week of $167,734.83.

FLORIDA’S TAX RETURN 

On January 5 the report of the Florida State 
Racing Commission for the fiscal year which 
ended June 30 was filed at Tallahassee. It shows 
that the state has received, from tax on horse 
and dog racing, a total of $1,072,364.22 during the 
year. Attendance at horse racing was 564,627 
during the fiscal year, with $16,539,136 wagered 
through the pari-mutuel window. 

This represents a great increase over figures 
for the year which ended in June 1933, when 
$700,900 was paid to the state in taxes, and in- 
dications of the present season are that another 
big increase will be shown in the report for 1935.

TEXAS 


ALAMO DOWNS IN RED 
LTHOUGH some improvement was noted at 
Alamo Downs throughout the second week of 
its winter meeting, the track was still reported to 
be losing money. Figures on attendance and 
wagering follow:

Attendance figures do not include non-taxable 
passes of owners, trainers, stablemen or em- 
ployees. Saturday’s figures on wagering and paid 
admissions are the highest of the meeting thus 
far. 

In spite of these rather discouraging figures, 
officials were still hopeful that the 35-day session 
might be concluded without loss. Weather condi- 
tions showed considerable improvement in the 
latter part of the week, and on January 2 horse- 
men at the track agreed to purse reductions 
which will save the management $700 daily. 
Under the new purse program, two races daily 
will be for $400, four for $500, and one for $700. 
The condition books had provided two $500 races, 
four $600 races, and one at $800. 

Bookmakers apparently will trouble Alamo 
Downs officials very little through the remaining 
days of the meeting, for Sheriff Albert W. West, 
Jr., who took office January 1, in a radio speech 
that night stated that his men were under orders 
to raid any downtown booking establishment in 
San Antonio, and that he had deputies at the 
track to arrest anyone attempting to make a book 
there. Apparently attempting a thorough job, he 
also ran slot machines out of the city, and so dis- 
rupted the activities of the various “tout sheets” 
that only one appeared after the races of Janu- 
ary 3, and that one had to be printed so far from 
the track that its sponsors had results of only 
the first four races to go on and consequently 
had to do some wild and unsuccessful guessing 
on the latter part of the card. 

TEXAS SPRING DATES 

The Texas Jockey Club announced from Fort 
Worth January 4 that a spring meeting of 21 days 
would be held at Arlington Downs from March 28 
to April 20. Trav Daniel, resident manager of 
the course, said that the Texas Derby, which will 
have an added value of from $15,000 to $25,000 in 
1935, will be run off on the last day of the meet- 
ing. He said also that purses of weekly stakes 
would probably be increased, with several $5,000 
handicaps included on the program. 

At the same meeting, dates were granted to 
the Epsom Downs track at Houston, where a 26- 
day meeting will open February 22 and run to 
March 23. 


WOMEN TRAINERS IN TEXAS 

For the first time in the history of racing in 
Texas, the Texas Racing Commission, on January 
3, issued a trainer’s license to a woman, when it 
approved the application of Mrs. Effie M. Hector,

New 
York, fearful of establishing a precedent, has 
thus far refused to issue a license to a woman. 
David Alexander, in the Morniny Telegraph (New 
York), explains The Jockey Club’s attitude thus: 
“They are afraid that once a woman got a train- 
er’s license a plethora of chorus girls would get 
their boy friends to buying them horses instead 
of mink coats, and insist upon saddling their own 
animals. The situation has distinct possibilities 
for comedy.” 


CUBA 
HAVANA MEETING HALTED 
ACED with a severe shortage of horses at 
Oriental Park, officials announced January 1 


that Fridays and Mcndays would be dark at the | 
Cuban plant. This decision was prompted partly | 


by the scarcity of animals, partly because the 
two days are poorest of the week as respects 
attendance. On the heels of an announcement, 


released January 6, that the track had done | 
“surprisingly well” during the first week of its | 
meeting, came a notice that racing in Cuba 


would be suspended “for a few days” until more 
horses could be brought in. It was predicted 
freely that the postponement marked the end of 
the present meeting. On January 7 it was an- 
nounced that no horses had been shipped in the 
past few days, and that the express company had 


refused to load or ship cars until transportation | 


was paid in advance. 


When the announcement was made that racing 
was again suspended, Jack Hodgins, his crew of | 
assistants, Racing Secretary and Judge William | 


Shelley and his assistants, announced their resig- 
nations and made arrangements to leave for 
Miami cn the first available boat. 

Business has been poor at the Havana oval, 
and the quality of racing far below the usual 


standards of the park, and Spanish papers in | 
Havana said Sunday, January 6, that the racing | 


of that day would be the last under the present 
set-up. A 72-day meeting was originally sched- 
uled at Oriental Park, topped by a _ $50,000 
Cuban-American Grand National Sweepstakes, 
but only about 200 horses have thus far been 
available, most of them running for claiming 
prices of $700 and downward. 


LOUISIANA 


FAIR GROUNDS 
AUCITY of information regarding the Eddy- 
Cattarinich meeting at the Fair Grounds at 
New Orleans continued through the week ending 
January 5. A news story of January 6 stated 
that the management had been gratified by a 


steady increase in business, but since no figures | 


were offered, it is impossible to say either what 
business increased from, or what it increased to. 
The story continued, “the attendance and specu- 
lation has ‘mounted to pleasing proportions and 
undoubtedly the long session will yield a tidy 
profit to the heads of the new controlling body.” 
Although this statement is none to well equipped 
with factual detail, it is the most definite state- 
ment of the fortunes of the Louisiana Jockey 
Club yet to be released from the New Orleans 
track.

Reports from Santa Anita state that two new 
tracks are being planned in the West. Spokane, 
Wash., is planning a 15-day summer meeting, and 
it is thought that the old Ak-Sar-Ben field at 
Omaha, Neb., may be reopened in June or July. 

Mrs. Robert A. Smith, wife of the well known 
trainer of the Brookmeade Stable, was painfully 
injured at Miami Beach January 6 when struck 
by a bicycle while she was crossing a_ street 
there. Examination showed that Mrs. Smith 
sustained no serious injuries. 

The $1,500 Hollywood Handicap which was to 
have featured the Sunday racing at Agua Cali- 
ente January 6 failed to fill, and the card, as on 
the previous Sunday, was made up entirely of 
cheap platers. Seven races had claiming prices of 
3600, one had prices ranging from $600 to $800. 

George A. Davies, 66, former sports writer for 
Columbus, Ohio, and St. Louis papers, died Janu- 
ary 6 at his home in Foster, Ohio. He was known 
on the Turf for articles on racing published 
under the name of “Domino,” and at one time 
served as an official on several Mid-Western 
tracks, 

Nelson Dunstan, in the Morniny Telegraph 
(New York), suggests that sports writers, eulo- 
gizing Cavalcade and Equipoise, are overlooking 
the worthy record of Indiantown, which won 10 
consecutive races in 1934. It was the longest 
winning streak since Vander Pool won 11 straight 
in 1930. 

After Starmount Stable’s: Black Song went 
down with a broken leg at Tropical Park January 
2, horsemen at the Florida track grew restive. 
In 16 days of racing at that point, five horses had 
broken down between the three-furlong pole and 
the three-sixteenths marker. A petition to the 
track management to eliminate the treacherous 
port of the track was circulated. 

On January 3 Alamo Downs officials named 
two races for “Dizzy” and ‘Daffy’ Dean. The 
two St. Louis pitchers had said they would ap- 
pear for the running of the events, but changed 
their minds and went shrimp fishing. Another 
race on the same day, the What-a-Man purse, 
was presumably named for Arthur (the Great) 
Shires, one-time Chicago first baseman.

SIRES OF JUVENILE WINNERS, 1934 


ECAUSE Chance Sun won the Futurity, a 

race whose value to the winner overshadows 
that of all other races regularly renewed, his sire, 
Chance Shot, stands with a long lead at the top 
cf the list of sires of 2-year-old winners in 1934, 
in point of money won by his get. Eight of the 
16 registered 2-year-olds by Chance Shot won a 
tetal of 17 races and $92,555, the Futurity con- 
stituting $77,936 of the total. Second on the list 
was American Flag, sire of the good filly Nellie 
Flag, and like Chance Shot, a scion of the Fair 
Play line. 

Wise Counsellor, one of the most consistent 
sources of early speed, proved the leader in num- 
ber of 2-year-old winners and number of races 
wen by them. Out of 30 registered foals, two of 
which died this year without having started, he 
had 19 winners of 40 races.

The third supplement 
American Stud Book shows that 5,134 foals of 
1932 were registered with The Jockey Club prior 
to publication of the supplement. Since then, by 
unofficial records kept by THE BLOOD-HORSE, there 
have been 58 other registrations from the same 
year, making a total of 5,192. Of these, accord- 
ing to statistics kept by THE BLOOD-HORSE, 1,096 
horses won a total of 2,347 races and $1,656,072 
in first monies last year.
